“One 
of the shells hit the building In the 
Grand boulevard, a block from the 
‘Y’ Pavillion, one of the three hotels we 
conduct In Parts, 
Our men held their 
watches on the shots and figured out 
that they arrived once every 15 min­ 
utes, practically on the quarter hour 
by the clock. 
“The Fr w h could not believe at 
first that Paris was being shelled, and 
not being bombed in nu airplane raid. 
The French airplanes went up. circling 
around until they were almost out of 
sight looking for the Gormans. 
It was 
not until later thut they realized that 
It was a case of bombardon ut. 
I saw 
the mark of one Hindi where It had cut 
through a house, a horizontal mark, 
and not from above. 
I alto taw a sliv­ 
er of a shell. 
“The long range shooting is follow­ 
ed by nightly air raids. 
The Ameri­ 
can soldiers have become utterly In­ 
different to them. 
One night recently 
there was an air raid and the 'Alert' 
was sounded, the police and tinmen 
blew their whistles and I heard a sol 
dler protesting against being wakened 
up and told to get Into the cellar. HI 
voice bellowed down the air sh aft:
